New responsibility of the Canadian 
Red Cross for supplying blood and 
blood products for the armed forces 
and for civil defence requirements 
was cited as an additional reason for 
supporting the Society’s national ap.

ment,

ments,” said Prime Minister St. 
Laurent. “Let us give generously.” 
“Most of us remember with grati- 


tude the immediate and well-organiz- 
ed assistance provided at the time of 
the disastrous floods and fires that oc- 


curred in Canada last year,” he added. 

George Drew, Progressive-Conserya- 
tive leader, stated, “One of the So- 
ciety’s greatest contributions to Cana- 
da is the operation of 82 Outpost Hos- 
pitals and Nursing Stations in isolated 
communities.”

While it will 
not include a question on literacy, the 
figures for years of schooling will af- 
eee ford a fair indication of the number 
) functionally illiterate. 


Approximately ten years were being 
spent in school by the average Cana- 
dian child at the time of the 1941 Cen- 
sus. While school organization dif- 
fers from province to province, this 
would mean that the average child 
would complete the intermediate grad- 
es or be enrolled in high school for 
about a year. This was more school- 
ing than recorded at any previous cen- 
sus and reflected a trend, shown in 
each succeeding census, towards few- 
er drop-outs in the lower school grades 
land an increase in the number who 
bridge the gap between elementary 
and high scholo grades. 

The 1941 Census also showed that 
the percentage of urban children at- 
tending school was greater than the 
percentage of rural children at school)

Census figures on the numbers not 
attending school, broken down for 
rural and urban areas, present the 
converse to the figures of school enrol- 
ment and years of schooling. For 1941 
these show that eight per cent of 
children seyen to nine years of age 
were not attending school in rural 
areas as against four per cent in urban 
areas; eight per cent of rural and 
three per cent of urban children ten 
to 14 years old; and’72 and 58 per cent 
respectively of those 15 to 19 years 
of age. 

For people in cities of 30,000 and 
over the average number of years of 
schooling in 1941 was greater than for 
those in centres of 5,000 to 30,000 
population. In the larger centres 42 
per cent of the population had attend- 
ed school for nine or more years, 37 
per cent in centres of 5,000 to 30,000, 
and 84 per cent in urban areas of less 
than 1,000,

Perhaps this sounds like a sweeping 
‘statement for our first letter from 
‘Scotland, but we have been here 
nearly a week’now. We went first to 
"Glasgow by train from Workington, 
iEngland, where we had been guests of 
“honor at the Workington and District 
Agricultural Society banquet. This an- 
mual event had been held over on our 
account which was a great compli- 
ment. 


We were also guests of the Work- | 
ington Rotary Club for lunch. Later, 
at a ceremony presided over by the 
Lord Mayor, we planted three Canad- 
fan maple trees in a spot near the war 
memorial. 

It seems to me that in the years to 
come these trees will serve as a stand- 
‘ing vote of thanks from the many 
‘teams of Canadian plowmen who have 
‘been so hospitably received here. They 
will also remind the good people of 
Workington of the affectionate regard | 
of Canadians for the Mother country. 

Before leaying England for Scotland 
we toured the beautiful Lake district 
and visited the home of William 
Wordsworth, the poet — Shades of 
school days. 

In Glasgow we stayed at the first 
hotel outside of London that had 
enough heat to satisfy us, although 
‘some had meter electric heaters which’ 
supply about two hours’ heat for a 
shilling. But for one whose blood has 
thinned out a little these meter-heat- 
‘ers are not only inconvenient but darn 
‘costly. Certainly the people over here 
are not used to heated buildings such 
“as we have in Canada. : 

We went! down to Kilmarnock to 
visit the big implement factory there. 
This ‘was especially interesting for 
Herb Jarvis, the champion horse plow- 
man because he works in an imple- 
ment plant in Toronto. After a tour of 
the plant we had lunch at the famous! 
‘sea resort of Troon. From there we 
‘motored to Ayr and to nearby Allo- 
way, the birthplace of Robert Burns. 
We inspected the thatched roof cot- 
‘tage where the Plowman Poet had liv- 
ed and the museum alongside. Then 
we saw the Brig O’Doon, described by 
‘Burns in his poetry. ‘ 

The city of Ayr is a fair size and has 
many old but subptantial buildings 
¢ronting on its marrow, crooked 
«streets. In its shops I noticed that 
men’s clothes are more reasonably 
priced than at home but other atricles 
are about the same. 

It was an interesting motor trip 
‘from Ayr to Edinburgh and we passed 
through some fine farming country. It 
-was rather spotty, however, with many 
stretches of land fit only for grazing. 

I think this is because the rock forma- 

tions here are close to the earth’s sur- 

‘face and there are many outcroppings. 

Seeing Edinburgh was like review- 
ing Scottish and Hnglish history. We 
visited Holyroodhouse.

All poultrymen who are anxious to 
avoid pitfalls in chick rearing should 
give consideration first and foremost 
to the source of the chicks, says W. 
¥. Mountain, Head Poultryman, Fed- 
eral Experimental Station, Harrow. 

Unless the chicks are from healthy 
parent stock and expertly incubated, 
he warns, good environment later on 
can be only partly effective in bring- 
ing satisfactory results. 

Other important things to remem- 
ber says Mr. Mountain are: a reliable

LIQUID FERTILIZER 

Liquid fertilizer applied as a seed 
treatment om wheat, oats, or barley at 
Federal Experimental Stations in 
Western Canada has failed to produce 
significant increases in yields accord. 
ing, to informatiom compiled by Dr. P. 
‘0. Ripley, Chief of the Field Hus- 
bandry Division, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. ? 

The tests. were conducted, based on 
an idea which has been suggested re- 
cently, that very small amounts of 
plant food nutrients dissolved in 
water, and applied as a seed treat- 
ment, may result in substantially in- 
creased yields. The idea has not been 
confirmed by these experiments. 

The treatment used was to moisten 
10 bushels of graim with one gallon of 
a 5-10-5 solution of liquid fertilizer, 
This was compared with a check plot 
receiving no fertilizer treatment and 
also with plots receiving 35 to 50 
pounds of 11-48-0 commercial fertilizer, 

The tests were conducted as 33 dif- 
ferent points. These areas centred 
around the Experimental Stations at 
Brandon, Melita, and Morden in Mani- 
toba; Indian Head, Swift Current, and 
Scott in Saskatchewan; Lethbridge, 
‘Lacombe, and Beaverlodge in Alberta; 
and Agassiz in British Columbia. 

At 24 of the test areas the seed 
treatment either had no effect at all 
or reduced the yield in comparison 
with the untreated check. In 5 cases 
‘there was a very slight increase of 
one and a half bushels per acre, and 
in 4 of the ‘ests there was ay increase 
of from about 3 bushels to, in one case, 
10 bushels per acre.

ATTENTION MR, SMOKER! 


Well it won’t be long now until 


get ready for fishing trips and sum- 
mer vacations. ; 

The thrill increases when the day 
comes to load up the car and start the 
trip north along the highway and 
finally down the back roads through 
the woods to the cottage or jumping of 
the point. Nice also, to have a cig+ 
arette when you drive along thinking 
about the pleasant days ahead and the 
great times the boys had last summer. 

True a little work has to go along 
with the fun, and a pipe or cigarette 
tastes pretty good after all the rigging 
is unloaded, or when you finally get 
to the other end of a long portage with 
a canoe on your shoulders. 

Far be it from us to deny the solace 
of a quiet smoke. The parting of the 
Ways comes when Joe Doakes tosses 
his cigarette butt out the car window, 
forgets to extinguish his match, or ab- 
sent mindedly knbdcks out his pipe 
ashes on the dry leaves, 

For that’s the way bush fires start. 
In 1948, the last year we have figures 
for, 461 fires were started by careless 
smokers in Ontario. They burned over 
an area of 28,318 acres and that means 
a lot of timber, wildlife and cottage 
sites not to mention the young growth 
and topsoil, perhaps the greatest loss 
of all, In the Quinte District last sum- 
mer, smokers had the doubtful dis- 
tinction of causing almost half the 
fires that occurred — 26 out of 54. 

The sad part is that all these fires 
could have been avoided by following 
a few simple precautions. As one 
local Department of Lands and 
Forests official said in commenting on 
the fire prevention campaign, — “all 
credit to the sportsmen who play it 
‘safe every summer — it’s just that we 
need more like them!” 

Yes a smoke offers much to the man 
who enjoys it, but it’s just plain dyna- 
mite in the woods when you forget the 
precautions. Dry wood will ignite at 
700 dregrees and an unextinguished 
cigarette butt generates up to 1200 


degrees. That tells the story. 

The safety rules are simple. Here 
they are: 

(1) Use the car ash tray. Never 


throw matches, cigarettes or unextin-

When an apiary has been establish- 
ed, a few two-pound queenless pack- 
ages of bees can often be used to ad- 
vantage to strengthen weak colonies.

| Concrete basement floors are sub- 
ject to ruts and cracks, and as a re- 
sult are not only hazardous but dirt 
catchers of the worst sort. Especially 
if you are planning to paint your con- 
erete floor. these ridgés can be quick- 
ly repaired by a ready-mixed plastic 
patching material which dries in from 
the thickness. Clean the area first 
patches with a trowel, bring it to the 
level you want, and smooth it off. 
For deeper cracks, dig out all loose 
concrete with cold chisel or similar 
tool.

detected easily from the other side of 
the glass..

SPRING CLEANING 


Tte mass upheaval in the home 
which used to make spring days quite 
unbearable bugbears for the whole 
family can be almost entirely eliminat- 
ed with a little planning, according to 
Kap Taggart, Supervisor of Home 
Furnishings for the Women’s Institute 
Branch, Ontario Department of Agri- 
-culture. She claims the modern home- 
maker with her modern equipment 
cleans week by week, leaving’ only a 
few annual jobs for the spring.

One good 
method to clean table tops and such 
surfaces is to use a solution made up 
of one quart of hot water to which has 
been added one tablespoon of turpen- 
tine and three tablespoons of boiled 
linseed oil. This should be kept over 
hot water while using. For cleaning 
dip a clean, soft cloth into the solu- 
tion, ring it out well and wash the fur- 
niture wood. To polish, use a soft

After a thorough cleaning, a thin 
coat of wax may be applied to the 
wood. This will protect the surface 
and make daily dusting easier. To 


‘make sure the coat of wax is thin, 


place a little wax inside of the cloth. 
Then rub the surface to be waxed with 
the outside of the cloth, thus allowing 
only a small amount of wax to come 
through onto the wood. Polish with’ 
a soft, dry cloth, always rubbing with 
the grain of the wood. A rapid, light 
motion in polishing gives a high gloss. 
Remember it is the heat of friction 
that gives the shine. 

Such a spring cleaning of the furni- 
ture will leave it in good shape for the 
regular weekly job. Polish may be 
used weeklp, and Miss Taggart says 
a home-made polish of equal parts of 
vinegar and olive oil will serve the 
This should be shaken well 
and a small amount applied with a 
duster, After using furniture polish, 
it is necessary to polish the surface 
with a soft dry cloth to remove any 
excess oil.

Good quality legume or mixed hay 
should be the basis of the sleep ra- 
tion. Ig sufficient good hay is not 
available for the entire winter-feeding 
period, the inferior hay should beefed 
first. Roots and silage add succulence 
to the diet and are welcomed by the 
sheep. However, the feeding of corn 
should be discontinued three or four 
weeks before lambing, or large soft 
lambs may result. 

If the ewes are in good condition 
and good quality legume hay is being 
fed grain is usually unnecessary. 
Should the ewes need grain, one half 
to one pound of a mixture of equal 
parts of oats and bran can be given 
from about one month before lambing. 

Fresh water and a mineral mixture 
should be available at all times. A mix. 
ture of equal parts of salt and feeding 
bonemeal is adequate unless specific 
deficiencigs such as iodine or cobalt 
exist in which case the necessary min- 
eral should be added to the mixture. 


A CAUTION ABOUT, 
MAPLE SYRUP i 


Soon the sap will be running, usher- 
ing in another season of maple syrup. 
During the last few years a consider- 
able amount of table syrup has been 
offered to individuals and stores by 
unscrupulous pedlars as maple syrup. 
Fréquently the containers bear labels 
with false names and addresses. 

Department of Agriculture officials 
caution that the best way to buy maple 
syrup is from your regular store or a 
pedlar from whom you have bought 
before and who has a reputation for 
honest dealing. 

If you have any doubts about the 
syrup you buy, make a note of the ped- 


lar’s truck or motor licence number] 


and jot down the date of purchase. 
Then if the syrup is found to be imi.

World’s Deadliest 
Fighter Plane 


Proved in combat against the best 
the Russians have to offer in Korea, 
the F-86E Sabre jet, the Western 
World’s fastest and deadliest fighter 
plan, today drew the praise of Air 
Marshall W. A. Curtis, Canada’s Chief 
of Air Staff. 

“The Sabre has now proved itself in 

combat to be the outstanding aircraft,” 
the Air Marshall said of the latest mo- 
del of the F-86, now in production for 
the RCAF at Canadair Limited in 
nearby Cartierville. 
. The RCAF's top figure is obviously 
gratified that the Air Force is on its 
way to haying its full complement of 
the F-86. ‘‘When our interceptor squad- 
rons are equipped with Sabres,’ he 
said significantly, “we will have a 
first-class fighting force.” : 

The Sabre jet is a rakish, blunt-nos- 
ed, streamlined seven-ton job, which 
holds the official world’s speed record 
with an admitted 670 mph. The wings 
are swept back at an angle of 35 de- 
grees to reduce the effect of shock 
wayes and allow combat speeds close 
to the speed of sound (Approx. 760 at 
sea level). : 

It is primarily a high-speed, high- 
altitude fighter, suitable also for 
ground atack or naval objectives. For 
security reasons the Sabre’s arma- 
ment cannot be disclosed. 

In. lauding the star of Canada’s ac- 
celerating defence programme, Air 
Marshall Curtis supports the views of 
other key defence figures. Among 
those who have expressed their ad- 


| miration for the Sabre are: Gen. A. G. 


L. McNaughten, chairman of the Can- 
adian section, International Joint De- 
fence Board, and Defence Minister 
Hon. Brooke Claxton. 


Following a recent visit to Canadair, 
where an ever-increasing number of 
¥.86’s are rolling off the production 
lines, the general was enthusiastic 
about the Canadian-made Sabre. 


“One of the world’s finest fighter 
planes,” he said. General McNaugh- 
ten had just witnessed a demonstra- 
tion flight of the Sabre, had seen it do 
vertical climbs, power dive at the 
speed of sound, roll and spin and 
hedge-hog below tree-top level. 


Equally enthusiastic over the 
Sabre’s performance, Mr. Claxton add- 
ed that he was “surprised and pleas- 
ed” at the production achievement of 
Canadair. The Defence Minister was 
referring to Canadair’s record per- 
formance in turning out the latest con- 
formation of the F-86’s a few weeks 
after North American Aviation Inc., 
where the U.S. Sabre is in production. 

Gen McNaughten and Mr. Claxton 
headed a sucecssion of airlift parties 
of top defence figures, senators and 
members of Parliament from Ottawa 
to Canadair. In both instances, the 
visitors were weleomed by John Jay 
Hopkins, chairman of the board and 
president of Canadair Limited, and J. 
Geoffrey Notman, executive  vice- 
president and general manager of the 
company. Mr. Notman was host to a 
third group from the Canadian Army 
Staff College, Kingston, headed by Col.

Mixtures of grasses and legumes 
-give the best results for both hay and 
pasture, and the choice of these is im- 
‘portant if best results are to be ob- 
_ tained. Choice of kinds and varieties 
-of these seeds will depend on their 
ability to yield a good tonnage of high 
quality feed on the soil type wherg 
they are to be grown, and for their 
shardiness and persistence from year to 
.year. When different species are! 
grown together as a mixture, it is im« 
portant they should have the same 
general preference as to soil types and 
‘conditions. 


For hay meadows, Mr, 


‘one legume will give satisfactory re- 
Sults, provided conditions are uniform 
-oyer the field to be Seeded. The use 
-of one legume under uniform field con- 
‘ditions results in less competition from 
less productive plants and the cost of 
_ the seed is substantially reduced.. An 
example of this type of mixture which 
thas been giving good results on well- 
‘drained,-non-acid soils is a mixture of 
‘WV pounds of alfalfa and 10 pounds of 
brome grass per acre. On fertile, non- 
acid loam soils a mixture of 2 pounds 
of Ladino Clover and 5 pounds of or. 
_ chard grass per acre has also.given a 
good account of itself. 
The addition of a greater number of 
sspecies can’ be regarded as insurance 
sagainst adverse conditions. Since dif- 
ferent species grow best under differ- 
ent conditions and have different per- 
iods of maturity, such mixtures will be 
Jess affected by variations in soil or 
‘drainage within a field, by seasonal 
variations from year to year, or by the 
“season of the year. | 


For this reason, mixtures to be used 
mainly for pastures, should contain a 
wider variety of grasses and legumes. 
‘These can be built up from the simple 
mixtures already mentioned. The total 
rate of seeding is increased for such | 
‘mijtures, though the rate of the origin- 
val species may be reduced. For well} 
drained, non-acid soils, Mr. Fallis sug- 
gests a mixture of 5 lbs. of alfalfa, 3 
Abs. of red clover, 5 lbs. of brome, 3

Until virus-free indexed 
stocks are availsvle, a special propa- 
gation bed using the most vigorous 
plants obtainable is advised by S. H.

It is important that the propagation 
bed be well isolated from possible vir- 
us carriers such as other fruiting plan- 
tations and wild strawberries. The 
selected plants should be planted three 
to four feet apart in each direction and 
inspected frequently. Questionable 
plants should be removed and the 
roguing severe, never giving a plant 
the benefit of the doubt. 

It is not enough to discard the poor- 
er plants and save the better ones. 
Everything but the best must be 
rogued out. As virus diseases are car- } 
ried in the plant sap, runners from an 
infected plant will carry the disease, 
$0 remove them all. If this practice 
is carefully followed, the general level 
“of vigour should be higher in subse» 
‘quent years. 

One of the greatest. handicaps con- 
fronting the grower in| 
eastern North America is that many 
varieties do not show the spmptoms 
usually associated with virus diseas- 
es. They are known as symptomless- 
carriers and the grower at first may | 
not know that his plantation is virus- 
Infected. Eventually, the effect of the 
viruses will become apparent with a 
variable amount of dwarfing, lessened 
runner formation, and eventually the 
Tunning-out of the variety.
